Roth the communication and appli¬ 
cation were laid over until next meet¬ 
ing to be acted upon, as the liquor or¬ 
dinance provides that communications 
of that character must be liled at least 
five days before a regular meeting 
which was not done. 

Treasurer C. L. Kauflinann asked 
for a leave of absence on account of 
ill health. 

He was granted ninety days and 
given authority to appoint a deputy 
to perform the duties of his ollice dur¬ 
ing his absence. 

Under the heading of city officers 
reports, City Clerk Smith presented 
the following financial statement:

PROCEEDINGS 01 


The county board of supervisors met 
in regular session at Redwood City 
last Monday. 

Communications were received from 
the city clerks of Redwood City, 
South San Francisco, Hillsborough, 
and Daly City to the effect that the 
city councils of those cities had voted 
to permit the board of supervisors to 
construct such portions of the state 
highway as were within their incor¬ 
porated limits. 

The communications were accepted 
and filed. 

For the information of the board 
Manager Fuller of the County Devel¬ 
opment Association stated that the 
State Highway Commission had 
given its decision, through the At¬ 
torney General, that it would not 
build any portion of the state high¬ 
way through the incorporated cities. 
The board expected to do this work 
out of the proposed bond issue. 

County Surveyor Neuman reported 
that lie was making progress in get¬ 
ting options on rights of way for the 
county roads in the event of the suc¬ 
cess of the bond election. 

Charles M. Morse presented the fol¬ 
lowing resolution which was adopted 
on motion of Supervisor Brown, sec¬ 
onded by Supervisor Blackburn: 

“Resolved, That the board of super¬ 
visors of San Mateo county in regular 
session this 4th day of November, 1912, 
does hereby express its earnest and

The treasurer and marshal’s reports 
were the same as the clerk’s. 

Superintendent of Streets Kneese re¬ 
ported the grading on San Bruno 
road in the northern part of town had 
been finished. President Cunning¬ 
ham was authorized to make arrange¬ 
ments to have the road rocked. 

The improvement of Division street 
by macadamizing, between Grand 
and Armour avenues, and Armour 
avenue, between San Bruno road and 
Division street, was discussed by the 
members of the board and may be 
ordered at the next meeting.

A liquor licenses for saloon keepers 
shall be $400 per annum, and that 
Class B licenses for restaurants shall 
be $75 per annum after January 1st 
next, was adopted. 

Trustee Holston introduced an or¬ 
dinance providing for license taxes 
for shows in tents, or any enclosure 
without covering, shooting galleries, 
doll racks, merry-go-rounds, astrolo¬ 
gers, clairvoyants, etc. 

The ordinance was laid over to come 
up for adoption at the next regular 
meeting.

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WOODROW WILSON. 

STATE DEMOCRATIC 
BY AT LEAST 5000 


Next Legislature, However, Will 
Be Controlled by Republicans 


With the returns from 3,791 pre¬ 
cincts out of a total of 4,372 in Cali¬ 
fornia, President-Elect Wilson Thurs¬ 
day morning has a plurality of 4,973 
over Roosevelt. 

The exact figures were: 

Wilson .258,414 

Roosevelt .263,441 

This tabulation still leaves 581 pre¬ 
cincts to be heard from. If the ratio 
inf the returns is maintained, Wilson 
will carry California by a comfortable 
margin. 

The Progressive leaders have vir¬ 
tually abandoned their claims that 
Roosevelt would carry the State, 
pointing out that he would have to 
gain nine votes a precinct to do this. 

Should he carry California, Wilson 
will win the State over to the Demo¬ 
cratic party for the fifth time since 
the raising of the Bear flag in 1846. 

With a normal Republican majority 
of 80,000, such a victory of the Wil¬ 
son ticket must be considered over¬ 
whelming. 

For years the State has been re¬ 
garded as one of the Republican 
strongholds of the country. Roose¬ 
velt carried it in 1904 with a plurality 
of 115,000, and Tatt had nearly 100,- 
000 plurality four years ago 

The last time the State went Dem¬ 
ocratic was when the Cleveland elec¬ 
tors were victorious in 1892. Prior 
to that time it went Democratic in 
1852, 1856 and 1880. 

Wilson’s victory will be all the 
more decisive this year because the 
State has been regarded, since the 
election of Governor Johnson to be the 
rock-ribbed Gibraltar of the Republi¬ 
can Progressives. 

In carrying it Wilson will give 
Governor Johnson the first serious 
setback of his political career. 

Wilson made surprising inroads on 
supposed Progressive strongholds in 
nearly every county from Siskiyou to 
San Diego. 

In San Francisco the Democrats re¬ 
ceived nearly half of the total 105,232 
votes polled Wilson received 49,021 
against 38,624 votes for Roosevelt, his 
plurality being 10,397. 

Los Angeles was supposed to be one 
of the hotbeds of the Progressives, 
but Roosevelt’s plurality over Wilson 
there was comparatively small. Re¬ 
turns from 677 out of 727 precincts 
in Los Angeles show Roosevelt to 
have received 64,683 votes against 
50,342 polled for Wilson. 

Alameda county also proved a dis¬ 
appointment to the Roosevelt sup¬ 
porters. Complete returns have been 
received from all but nine precincts 
in the county. These show that 
Roosevelt received 29,983 votes 
against 23,704 for Wilson. Roosevelt’s 
plurality, according to these figures, 
will be a little over 6,000. 

Wilson has carried San Mateo 
county by a small margin, the re¬ 
turns at hand giving him 3,043 votes 
against 2,713 for Roosevelt. 

Returns are not complete in many 
of the distant counties, but they 
show that the Wilson enthusiasm was 
in evidence on Tuesday. 

In Humboldt county twenty-one out 
of sixty-nine precincts give Roosevelt 
989 votes, against 740 for WilBon. 

Sacramento county gives Wilson a 
plurality over Roosevelt of 2,633. Wil¬ 
son got 9,905 out of the 19,253 votes

cast for the presidential electors in 
Sacramento, which is the home 
county of Governor Johnson. 

Complete returns from San Joaquin 
county give Roosevelt 9,304 votes 
against 7,959 for Wilson. It was gen¬ 
erally conceded by the political 
prophets that Roosevelt would carry 
San Joaquin. 

The returns from Santa Clara coun¬ 
ty give Roosevelt 10,303 votes against 
9,176 for Wilson. 

The available returns from the 
fifty-eight counties in the State 
showed Wilson to be leading in 
Amador, Butte, Calaveras, Colusa, El 
Dorado, Fresno, Glenn, Inyo, Kern, 
Kings, Lake, Madera, Marin, Mendo¬ 
cino, Merced, Modoc, Monterey, Napa, 
Nevada, Plumas, Sacramento, San Be¬ 
nito, San Diego, San Francisco, San 
Mateo, Shasta, Sierra, Siskiyou, So¬ 
lano, Sonoma, Stanislaus, Sutter, Te¬ 
hama, Trinity, Tulare, Tuolumne, Ven¬ 
tura, Yolo and Yuba. 

Roosevelt polled his largest vote in 
Alameda, Los Angeles and Santa 
Clara counties. 

Thursday morning no returns had 
been received from Alpine, Mariposa, 
Mono and Sutter counties. Alpine 
cast 75 votes for Taft in 1908, Mari¬ 
posa 352, Mono 224; and Sutter 896. 
The political complexion of these 
small unheard from counties is un¬ 
known, and while the total vote to 
come from them is comparatively 
small, it may eventually swing the 
election to either of the contending 
candidates. 

The Wilson men say, however, that 
there is no consistent reason why the 
Democratic candidate should not 
maintain the lead he has throughout 
the State. 

The Socialist vote was heavy in 
many counties. It was heaviest in 
Los Angeles, where 16,347 votes were 
polled for Debs. San Francisco came 
next, with 12,415 votes. In Alameda 
county 8,666 Socialist votes were cast. 
Colusa, Glenn, San Bernardino, San 
Diego, Sacramento, Trinity and Tu¬ 
lare also polled comparatively large 
Socialist votes.

This will mean the 
starting up of a tourist travel that will 
immediately open up and develop the 
entire county. Villas will spring up j 
as they have in modern times since 
the advent of the motor, along the 
Mediterranean shores and wealthy 
people will make their homes for win¬ 
ter there. 

“This climate I consider Ideal for 
winter. Others might prefer the 
warm south, but I personally like 
the cool nights with the tang of the 
ocean air. This whole county, and 
particularly such parts of it as are 
swept by the ocean breezes, is a win¬ 
ter health resort without peer in 
Europe, and with proper roads here to 
bring motor travel it would be the 


serious rival of the great European 
winter resorts. 

“But on the whole the roads lead¬ 
ing to San Francisco through this 
county are so bad as to be actually un- 
traversable in spots. It was a sur¬ 
prise to me that the only approach to 
San Francisco by road should be in 
such a bay way. It should be the 
duty of San Franciscans to help to 
put this bond issue for their sakes. 
You must have roads here by the time 
of the Exposition or you will lose an 
opportunity that w ill actually mean 
millions to the county.”

ORDINANCE NO. 58. 


An Ordinance Licensing and Regula¬ 
ting the Traffic, Vending and Dispo¬ 
sing of Spirituous, Malt and Fer¬ 
mented Liquors and Wines or Any 
Admixture Thereof, in the City of 
South San Francisco. 


The hoard of Trustees of the City of South 
San Francisco do ordain as follows: 

Section i. It is hereby declared and made 
unlawful for any person, persons, firm or cor¬ 
poration to keep within the City of South 
San Francisco any saloon, bar, store, dram¬ 
shop, tippling place, stand or any other place 
where spirituous, malt or fermented liquor or 
wine, or any admixture thereof, is sold, with¬ 
out having the license therefor in this ordin¬ 
ance provided, and by this ordinance required. 

Section 2. It is hereby declared to be, and 
is hereby made unlawful for any person, per¬ 
sons, firm or corporation to sell within the 
City of South San Francisco, any spirit¬ 
uous, malt or fermented liquor, or wine, or 
any admixture thereof, without having the 
license therefor in this ordinance provided, 
and by this ordinance required; and the giving 
or furnishing of any spirituous, malt, or fer¬ 
mented liquor, or wine, or any admixture 
thereof, to any person in connection with the 
sale of any other article, and as a part of the 
same transaction, shall constitute, under the ! 
provisions of this ordinance, a sale of such i 
spirituous, malt or fermented liquor, or wine, 
or the admixture thereot, so given or fur- I 
nished. 

Section 3. All licenses shall be paid for 
in advance, in lawful money of the United 
States, to the Marshal of the City of South 
San Francisco. 

Section 4. The license herein required 
must be procured from the Clerk of the City | 
of South San Francisco, and payment of the 
license tax must be made to the Marshal of 
the City of South San Francisco, before the 
commencement of the business herein re¬ 
quired to be licensed, and which said license 
shall bear the date of the day on which it was 
actually issued, and shall be issued for the 
period ending with the current quarter of the 
fiscal year; and shall not be valid for any 
purpose after the expiration of such quarter- I 
year; it being the intention to have licenses 
terminate quarterly with the close of the , 
months of March, June, September and De- } 
cember: provided, however, that any and all, 
such licenses shall be issued, accepted and held j 
subject to the pleasure of the Hoard of Trus¬ 
tees of the City of South San Francisco, and 
may be revoked, by said Hoard of Trustees, ' 
or a majority of said Hoard, at any time, for 
such cause as to said Hoard, or a majority | 
thereof, shall, upon investigation seem suf- ! 
ficient. 

Section 5. A separate permission and \ 
license, under this ordinance, must be ob- j 
tained for each branch establishment, or sep- j 
arate place of business, and such permission I 
and license shall authorize the party named j 
in such license to run or conduct only one I 
bar or place of business. 

Section 6. No license issued under the ! 
provisions of this ordinance shall be assign¬ 
able or transferable, or authorize any per¬ 
son, persons, firm or corporation, other than 
is therein named, to do business, or authorize 
business to be done, at any other place or 
building than the place or building particu¬ 
larly specified therein. Every license issued 
under the provisions of this ordinance shall 
specify by name the person, persons, firm 
or corporation, to whom it is issued, and the 
particular place and building in which the 
•business for which it is issued is to be car¬ 
ried on, and also the date of its issuance, the 
term for which it is issued and a description 
of the business to be carried on thereunder. 
Said license shall also contain as part thereof 
the following stipulation, to-wit: “This 

license is hereby received and accepted sub¬ 
ject to all the terms and conditions of Or¬ 
dinance No. 59, of the City of South San 
Francisco, under which it is issued.” Said 
stipulation must be signed by the person, per¬ 
sons, firm or corporation named in Such 
license before any business is authorized to 
be done under said license. Said license shall I 
at all times be kept conspicuously posted up 
in the place of business specified therein, and 
shall not be valid, nor any liquor sold there¬ 
under, unless so kept posted up. 

Section 7. The Marshal of the City of 
South San Francisco is hereby authorized, re¬ 
quired and directed to collect all licenses and 
all sums of money herein mentioned, and 
provided for in this ordinance. It is also 
hereby made the duty of said Marshal to 
cause criminal complaints to be filed against 
all persons, firms or corporations, violating 
any of the provisions of this ordinance. 

Section 8. No license required by this or¬ 
dinance shall be issued by tile Clerk or Mar¬ 
shal to any person, persons, firm or corpora¬ 
tion, or, if so issued, shall be valid for any 
purpose unless such person, persons, firm or 
corporation shall have been first granted a per¬ 
mit by the Hoard of Trustees of said City of 
South San Francisco to obtain the license re¬ 
quired by this ordinance, and such permit 
must be in force and unrevoked at the time 
of the issuing of every license. 

No permit to obtain the license required by 
any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
he granted by the Hoard of Trustees of said 
City of South San Francisco, or if so granted, 
shall be valid for any purpose, unless the fol¬ 
lowing conditions have been complied with, 
to-wit: Kacli applicant for a license shall file 

with the Clerk of the City of South San 

Francisco, at least five days prior to any reg¬ 
ular meeting of the Board of Trustees of said 
city, at which said, applicant desires to be 
heard, a written application to said Hoard of 
Trustees for a permit to obtain the license 
herein required, which said application shall 
state and set forth: First—The name and 

residence of the person or persons, and of 
each member of the firm, and of each direc¬ 
tor of the corporation, making such applica¬ 
tion, and how long each of said persons has 

been a resident of the City of South San 

Francisco, and that said person or persons, 
and each member of said firm, and each direc¬ 
tor of saiil corporation, is either a native 
born or naturalized citizen of the United 
States, or is a resident and freeholder within 
the City of South San Francisco and has de¬ 
clared his or her intention, before the seventh 
day of October, 1912, to become a citizen of 
the United States. 

Second: The class of license and place 

and building in which the business is to be 
conducted. 

Third: That said applicant has not, nor 

has any member of said applicant firm, nor 
any director of said applicant corporation, 
within two years prior to the date of making 
said application, been refused a permit by 
said Hoard of Trustees, nor has had any 
license revoked by said Hoard within said 
time. 

Fourth: Said applicant or applicants shall 

also execute and file a bond in the penal sum 
of One Thousand (1000) Dollars, with two 
or more sureties and payable to the City of 
South San Francisco; and the sureties shall 
accompany said bond with an affidavit that 
they are each residents and freeholders with¬ 
in the County of San Mateo, State of Cali¬ 
fornia, and arc each worth the sum specified 
in said bond over and above all their just 
debts and liabilities, exclusive of property 
exempt from execution. No personal surety 
shall be acceptable on such bond who lias 
already become liable upon three bonds exe¬ 
cuted for similar purposes. Any corporation 
such as mentioned in Section Ten Hundred 
and Fifty-six (1056) of the Code of Civil 
Procedure of the State of California may be¬ 
come sole surety upon such bond. Said bond 
shall be conditioned that said applicant or 
applicants shall and will conduct the business 
tor which a permit and license are sought, 
in a quiet, orderly and reputable manner, 
and shall not and will not permit any dis¬ 
turbance of the public peace, order or deco¬ 
rum by any noisy, riotous, or disorderly con¬ 
duct on the premises; and shall not and will 
not sell, give away or furnish any spirituous, 
malt or fermented liquor, or wine, or any ad¬ 


mixture thereof, or permit the same to be j 
done, to any intoxicated person, or to any i 
minor under the age of eighteen (18) years, 
or to any habitual drunkard, or to any person 
to whom said applicant or applicants may be 
forbidden to sell by written notice made by 
the husband, wife, parent, child over twelve 
(12) years of age, brother, sister, guardian, 
ward over twelve (12) years of age, or em¬ 
ployer of such person; and shall not, and will 
not, permit any intoxicated person, or habitual 
drunkard, or minor under the age of eighteen 
( 18) years to be, or remain in or about the 
room in which said business is conducted, 
and shall not, and will not, sell, give away 
or furnish to any person any spirituous, malt, 
or fermented liquor, or wine, or any admix¬ 
ture thereof, or permit the same to be done, 
between the hour of eleven o’clock p. m. and 
the hour of five o’clock a. m. of the follow¬ 
ing day; and shall not. and will not, permit 
any dancing in his, their or its place of bus¬ 
iness, or in any place connected therewith or 
forming a part thereof or annexed thereto; 
and shall, and will, obey and abide by the 
terms of this ordinance, and all laws and or¬ 
dinances now in force, or which may here¬ 
after be enacted, regulating places of bus¬ 
iness where spirituous, malt, or fermented 
liquor, or wine, or any admixture thereof, is 
sold, given away or furnished. 

Section 9. Any person or persons, may 
appear at the meeting of the said Hoard of 
Trustees at which any application is to be 
heard, and file a protest against, and be heard 
in opposition to the granting of a permit for 
a license to any applicant. 

Section 10. The bond in Section eight of 
this ordinance shall be subject to the ap¬ 
proval or rejection of the Board of Trustees; 
and upon approval of such bond, the Hoard 
of Trustees shall consider said application, and 
any protest which may have been filed, and 
if said Board shall find that said applicant 
is a fit and proper person to carry on said 
business, and that the carrying on of said bus¬ 
iness, at the place where the same is to be 
carried on, will not be prejudicial to the pub¬ 
lic good, peace, or morals, said Board may, 
by resolution, grant the required permit; pro¬ 
vided, however, that no permit shall be grant¬ 
ed to any person, persons, firm or corporation 
who previously had a permit under this or¬ 
dinance, and which permit had, within two 
years prior thereto been revoked; nor to any 
firm or corporation, any member or director 
of which had a permit, and which permit had, 
within two years prior to said hearing of 
said application, been revoked; nor to any 
person, persons, firm or corporation, unless 
such person, or each member of such firm, or 
each director of such corporation, is either a 
native born or naturalized citizen of the 
United States; or is a resident and free¬ 
holder within the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco and has declared' his or her intention, 
before the seventh day of October, 1912, to 
become a citizen of the United States; and 
said Hoard of Trustees shall have absolute 
discretion to grant or deny any application. 

Section 11. A permit under this ordinance 
shall specify the class of license to be issued 
thereunder, and shall be good only for the 
person, firm, or corporation named therein, 
and for the particular place and business, and 
class of business specified in such permit; and 
such permit shall be granted semi-annually. 
Any permit granted between the first day of 
January and the thirtieth day of June of any 
year shall expire on the thirtieth day of June 
next following the date of its grant; any per¬ 
mit granted between the first day of July 
and the thirty-first day of December of any 
year shall expire on the thirty-first day of De¬ 
cember next following the date of its grant; 
it being the intention that all permits granted 
under the terms of this ordinance shall termi¬ 
nate semi-annually with the close of the 
months of June and December. Any holder 
of such a permit, in seeking a permit for the 
ensuing half-year, must file an application 
therefor, as hereinbefore provided, at least 
five days before the date at which the same is 
to be heard and considered by the Board of 
Trustees, which application must be accom¬ 
panied by a bond as in the case of the original 
application, as hereinbefore mentioned and 
provided. Anyone objecting to the granting 
of such permit may appear at the hearing of 
said application and protest as hereinbefore 
provided. 

Section 12. Licenses to be issued hereunder 
shall be of two classes: “Class A” and “Class 
B.” A “Class A” license will authorize the 
sale of spirituous, malt or fermented liquors, 
or wines, or any admixture thereof, to be 
drunk 011 the premises where sold or other¬ 
wise, in accordance with the terms of this 
ordinance, in open receptacles or otherwise, 
and in quantities less than a pint or other¬ 
wise. A “Class B” liquor license will author¬ 
ize the sale of spirituous, malt or fermented 
liquors, or wines,' or any admixture thereof 
at a restaurant, and in open receptacles, con¬ 
taining not over :i pint, or in unopen or 
unbroken receptacles containing not over a 
quart, and from the stock or supply of spir¬ 
ituous, malt, or fermented liquors, or wines, 
or any admixture thereof kept on the prem¬ 
ises for which such license is issued, and to 
be drunk on said premises in connection with 
meals served thereon, costing (exclusive of 
such spirituous, malt, or fermented liquors, 
or wines, or any admixture thereof) not less 
than twenty-five (25) cents. Such license 
will not authorize the maintenance of a bar, 
nor the bringing in liquors from adjoining 
premises, nor the sale of any spirituous, malt, 
or fermented liquors, or wines, or any admix¬ 
ture thereof other than with the service in a 
restaurant of meals in which there is a bona 
fide delivery and consumption of food with 
such' liquors or wines, and for which food, 
exclusive of the spirituous, malt or fermented 
j liquors, or wines, or any admixture thereof, 
there must be a bona fide charge of not less 
than twenty-five (25) cents for each person 
served. A “Class B” liquor license will not 
authorize the sale of spirituous, malt, or fer- 
j inented liquors, or wines, or any admixture 
I thereof, in any hotel, or in any place desig- 
1 nated as a restaurant, such place being a part 
| of a hotel, or in any place in connection with 
j which sleeping rooms are let for hire, or in 
any place having any communication or con¬ 
nection with any hotel or with any place 
where sleeping rooms arc let for hire, nor in 
any other place, except it be conducted ex- 
I clusively as a restaurant. 

Section 13. Any person, persons, firm, or 
corporation to whom a permit has been 
granted and a license issued under the terms 
of. this ordinance, who does not conduct the 
business for which such permit and license 
have been granted and issued, in a quiet, or¬ 
derly and reputable manner, or who permits 
dancing in his, their, or its place of business, 
or bar-room, or in any room connected there¬ 
with or forming a part thereof or annexed 
thereto, or who allows or permits any dis¬ 
turbance of the public peace, order or de¬ 

corum by any noisy, riotous or disorderly 
conduct on the premises; or who sells, gives 
away or furnishes any spirituous, malt, or fer¬ 
mented liquors, or wines, or any admixture 
thereof, or permits the same to be done, to 
any intoxicated person, or to any minor under 
the age of eighteen (18) years, or to any 
habitual drunkard; or who permits any in¬ 
toxicated person, or minor under the age of 
eighteen (18) years or any habitual drunkard 
to be or remain in or about the room in 

which said business is conducted; or who 

sells, gives away or furnishes any spirituous, 
malt, or fermented liquors, or wines, or any 
admixture thereof, or permits the same to be 
done, at such place of business between the 
hour of eleven o’clock p. in., and the hour 
of 5 o’clock a. m. of the following day (with¬ 
out having first obtained the special permit to 
keep open between such hours, as hereinafter 
provided); or who shall not abide by all tht 
laws and ordinances now in force, or which 
may hereafter be enacted, regulating places 
of business where spirituous, malt, or fer¬ 
mented liquors, or wines, or any admixture 
thereof, are sold, given away or furnished; 
shall forfeit all permits and licenses thereto¬ 
fore granted or issued to said person, persons, 
firm, or corporation, under the provisions of 
this ordinance; and shall also forfeit to said 
City of South San Francisco the full amount 
of the bond required to be given to said 
City of South San Francisco, pursuant to the 
provisions of this ordinance; or such sum. 
part of the whole penal sum of such bond. 


as may be determined upon by said Board of 
Trustees, pursuant to the terms of Section 14 
of this ordinance. 

Section 14. It shall be the duty of the 
Marshal of the City of South San Francisco, 
and he is hereby directed to file with the 
Clerk of the City of South San Francisco, a 
complaint against any person, persons, firm, or 
corporation, who he has reason to believe, is 
guilty of any of the acts, or neglects, specified 
in Section 13 of this ordinance; or of any 
violation of any of the provisions of this or¬ 
dinance. Such complaint may, however, be 
made by any resident or citizen of said City 
of South San Francisco. Such complaint 
must state the facts alleged to constitute a 
breach of this ordinance; the name of the 
person, persons, firm or corporation offending 
and the date or dates on which they occurred. 
L T pon such complaint being filed with said 
Clerk, he shall at once prepare a copy thereof, 
together with a nptice to said person, per¬ 
sons, firm, or corporation, directing said per¬ 
son, persons, firm, or corporation to appear be¬ 
fore «aid Hoard, at its next regular session and 
meeting following the date of the service of 
said notice, to show cause, why said permit 
and license should not be revoked: and said 
copy of said complaint and said notice shall 
forthwith be served upon said person, per¬ 
sons, firm, or corporation by the Marshal of 
said City, by delivering the same to said per¬ 
son, persons, firm, or corporation at the place 
where said "business is transacted: or if said 
person, or said member of said firm, or some 
director of said corporation, be not found at 
the place where said business is transacted; 
then by leaving the same with some person 
in charge of said place of business; or, if no 
such person be found thereat, then by post¬ 
ing such copy of said complaint and notice on 
the front door of said place of business. The 
Marshal shall report to the Board of Trus¬ 
tees the date when, and the method by which 
said papers were served. The Board of Trus¬ 
tees shall, if possible, investigate said com¬ 
plaint, at the next regular meeting of said 
Board after the service of said.complaint and 
notice: and not later than the second regular 
meeting of said Hoard subsequent to the ser¬ 
vice of the same. If, said Hoard of Trustees, 
or a majority of the members thereof, shall 
find that the complaint is well founded, and 
the charges made therein are true, said Board 
shall so declare by resolution, and shall by a 
resolution duly passed by a majority of said 
Board revoke the permit held by said person, 
persons, firm, or corporation, and shall re¬ 
voke all licenses issued to and held by said 
person, persons, firm, or corporation under this 
ordinance, and said licenses shall thenceforth 
be without force or effect. Said Board shall 
by the same resolution, or by a separate res¬ 
olution, declare tile bond required by and 
given under the provisions of this ordinance, 
or such sum or amount, part of the whole 
penal sum of said bond, forfeited to said City 
of South San Francisco, as in the judgment 
of said Board shall seem proper; and shall 
direct that suit be brought on said bond, in 
the name of the City of South San Francisco, 
to recover the amount so declared forfeited. 

Section 15. The rate of license fee under 
this ordinance shall be and is as follows: 

a. Each holder of a permit for, or license 
under a “Class A” license, shall pay therefor, 
in advance, a license tax or fee of One Hun¬ 
dred (100) Dollars per quarter year of three 
months. 

b. Each holder of a permit for, or license 
under a “Class B” license, shall pay there¬ 
for, in advances license tax or lee of Ktghteen 
Dollars and Seventy-five cents ($18.75) per 
quarter year of three months. 

Section 16.—No permit or license shall be 
issued to any person, persons, firm or corpor¬ 
ation, which will authorize any person, per¬ 
sons, firm, or corporation, doing business under 
the terms of this ordinance, to keep open such 
place of business, or any rooms used in con¬ 
nection therewith, or as part thereof, or to 
sell, give away, or to furnish, any spirituous, 
malt, or fermented liquors, or wines, or any 
admixture thereof, between the hour of eleven 
o’clock p. m. of any night, and the hour of 
five o’clock a. m. of the next day; or to al¬ 
low or permit any person, or persons to be or 
remain in or about said place of business, or 
in any rooms used in connection therewith, 
or as part thereof, between said hours; or to 
allow or permit any light, or lights, in or 
about said place of business, or in any room 
used in connection therewith, or as part there¬ 
of, between said hours; and each and every 
person, firm or corporation, to whom a per¬ 
mit and license are issued under this ordin¬ 
ance, by the acceptance of such permit and 
license, agrees that he will close his place 
of business at said hour of eleven o’clock p. 
in. of each and every night, and all rooms 
used in connection therewith, or as part 
thereof; that he will keep said place of bus¬ 
iness, and all rooms used in connect-' there¬ 
with, or as part thereof, closed from o, i ! hour 
of eleven o'clock p. 111. until the hour of five 
o’clock a. m. of the following day; that he 
will not sell, nor permit to be sold, any spir¬ 
ituous, malt or fermented liquors, or wines, 
or any admixture thereof, in, on or about 
said place of business, between said hours; 
that he will extinguish at the hour of eleven 
o’clock p. 111. of each and every night, all 
lights in and about said place of business, 
and in all rooms, used in connection there 
with, or as part thereof, and that he will 
keep such lights extinguished until the hour 
of five o’clock a. 111. of the next day; that he 
shall not and will not permit or allow any 
person, or persons, to be or remain in or 
about said ’place of business, or to be or re¬ 
main in any room used in connection there¬ 
with, or as part thereof, between said hours; 
and that any failure to close said place of 
business and premises at the hour herein 
specified, and any failure to ku^-p the same 
closed as herein required, and tis agreed by 
said license holder; and any failure to extin¬ 
guish said lights as hereinbefore required, 
and any failure to keep said place of business 
free and clear of any and all persons between 
said hours, shall be deemed sufficient ground 
for the revocation by said Hoard of Trustees 
of any and all licenses issued under the pro¬ 
visions of this ordinance; provided, however, 
that one light, arranged in such manner that 
it will illumine the interior of such place and 
premises, and permit the same to be inspected 
from the street, may be kept lit and burning 
as a protection to said premises, between said 
hours, and not otherwise; and provided, fur¬ 
ther, that a “Special Permit and License” 
may be issued for the purpose of keeping 

open any place of business licensed under this 
ordinance, between said hours of eleven 

o’clock p.» m. and five o’clock a. 111., as fol¬ 
lows: any holder of a license desiring to 

keep his place open between said hours, must 
file with the Clerk of said City an application 
for such Special Permit and License, not less 
than forty-eight hours before the night on 
which he desires to keep his place of bus¬ 
iness open, and deposit with such application 
the sum of Two Dollars and Fifty cents; 
such application shall state the reason why 
said applicant desires to obtain said Special 
Permit tint! License; said Clerk shall forthwith 
present said application to the President of 
the Hoard of Trustees for his approval; or, 
in his absence, to three members of the 
Board of Trustees, who shall endorse thereon 
his, or their approval or rejection; if ap¬ 
proved, said Clerk shall issue such Special 
Permit and License, which shall be good only 
for the night for which it is issued and which 
must be posted up conspicuously in the place 
of business for which it is issued; and shall 
pay over said sum of Two Dollars and Fifty 
cents to the Marshal of said City, who shall 
account therefor as for other public money. 
Not more than twelve special permits shall 
be granted to the holder of any regular permit 
-i I license during any one fiscal year. I11 
ease said special permit be not granted, said 
sum of Two Dollars and Fifty cents shall be 
returned to the applicant. 

Section 17. No person, persons, firm, or 
corporation engaged in carrying on the bus¬ 
iness of selling dry goods, or hardware, or 
groceries, or fruit, or bread, or other pro¬ 
visions shall be granted a permit and license 
under the terms of this ordinance, unless it 
be to sell, give way or furnish spirituous, 
malt or fermented liquors, or wines, or any 
admixture thereof in some other building en¬ 
tirely distinct and separate from, and not 
communicating with the place, where, and in 


which, such business of selling dry goods, or 
hardware, or groceries, or fruit, or bread, or 
other provisions, is carried on, or if in the 
same building, then only in a room which is 
separated by partitions at least three (3) 
inches thick, extending from the floor to the 
ceiling, with no opening or means of en¬ 
trance or communication between the room in 
which such selling, giving away or furnishing 
spirituous, malt or fermented liquor, or wines, 
or any admixture thereof, is carried on and 
the store or rooms in which the selling of dry 
goods, or hardware, or groceries, or fruit, or 
bread, or other provisions is carried on, so 
that it is necessary to go into the public 
stieet before one place can be entered upon 
leaving the other. 

Section 18. The person, persons, firm, or 
corporatmn to whom a permit and license 
shall be granted under the terms of this or¬ 
dinance shall actually operate, manage and 
control the business of selling spirituous, 
malt and fermented liquors, or wines, or any 
admixture thereof, exclusively for his their 
or its own use and benefit. If said Board of 
trustees shall find, upon investigation, that 
the person, persons, firm, or corporation hold 
ing any license issued pursuant to this or¬ 
dinance do not actually manage and control 
said business authorized by said permit and 
license exclusively for his, their or its own 
use and benefit, said Board shall forthwith 
revoke said license. 

Section 19. It is further ordained that no 
sale of spirituous, malt or fermented liquors, 
or wines, or any admixture thereof, shall be 
made to any person whose wife, husband, par¬ 
ent, child over twelve (12) years of age. 
brother, sister, guardian, ward over twelve 
y ears a 8 e > 0T . employer of such person 
shall by written notice forbid such sales. Il 
shall be the duty of the Board of Trustees to 
immediately revoke the license of any per¬ 
son, persons, firm, or corporation making such 
sale in violation of this section. 

Section 20. No legally licensed pharmacist 
shall be required to obtain the permit and 
license in this ordinance provided. Any 
legally licensed pharmacist may sell spirituous, 
malt or fermented liquors, or wines, or any 
admixture thereof, for medicinal purposes, 
only on the prescription of a duly licensed 
physician, which prescription shall be pre¬ 
served by the vendor and pasted in a book 
and shall be but once filled, and that only on 
the day when dated and given, which book 
shall be kept in the same room where the 
business of selling drugs is carried on and 
shall be open to public inspection. Such 
liquors and wines, or any admixture thereof, 
so sold shall not be drunk upon the premises J 
where sold, or in any outbuilding, yard, booth ’ 
appertaining thereto, or connected therewith, 
except when such physician prescribes it to 
be used upon such premises in case of an ac 
cident; anil provided further that such pre | 
scription shall not be given unless the pliysi- I 
cian is satisfied that the liquor to be fur- j 
nished is necessary for the health of the per- 1 
son for whom it is prescribed, which fact ; 
must be stated in the prescription. 

Section 21. If any person, firm or corpor j 
ation, to whom a permit has been granted and 
a license issued, desires a change of location 
of his place of business mentioned in his per¬ 
mit and license, said person, firm or corpor- 1 
ation shall file with the Clerk his application 1 
for such change, together with the consent of 
the surety or sureties upon his bond that such 
change may be made, and that said bond shall 
apply to and cover said new location. The 
Board of Trustees shall fix a day for hearing 
said application for said change, when pro 
tests may be presented against said change. I 
For good cause shown, said Board may by 
resolution permit said change to be made. 

Section 22. Every person, firm or corpor¬ 
ation required by this ordinance to take out I 
a license, or to obtain a permit, who fails, I 
neglects or refuses to take out such license, 1 
or to obtain a permit; or who carries on, 01 
who attempts to carry on, any business foi 
which said permit or a license is required by 
this ordinance, without such permit and license, 
shall be liable to the City of South San Fran 
cisco for the amount of the license tax on such 
business; and the Hoard of Trustes may direct 
suit in behalf of and in the name of said City 
of South San Francisco, as plaintiff, to be j 
brought for the recovery of such license tax: 
and in such case the Marshal or Clerk of said 
City of South San Francisco may make the 
necessary affidavit for and a writ of attach 
ment may issue without any bond being given 
on behalf of the plaintiff. 

Section 23. Every person, firm or corpor¬ 
ation wdio shall, in the City of South San 
Francisco, keep, or assist in keeping, any sa 
loon, bar, store, dramshop, tippling place, stand, 
or other place where spirituous, malt or fer¬ 
mented liquors, or wines, or any admixture 
thereof, are sold, given away or furnished, 
without having first procured the permit and 
license required therefor by this ordinance; or 
who shall sell, give away or furnish, within 
the City of South San Francisco, any spirit¬ 
uous, malt, or fermented liquors, or wine, 01 
any admixture thereof, without having first 
procured such permit and license; or who 
shall violate any of the provisions of this or 
dinance, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor; and 
upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than One Hundred (100) 
Dollars, and not more than Three Hundred 
(300) Dollars; or by imprisonment not ex 
ceeding three (3) months, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 

Section 24. The Marshal and Clerk of the 
City of South San Francisco shall each receive 
for his respective services in issuing licenses 
and collecting the license tax herein provided 
for the sum of Fifty (50) cents per quarter- 
year for each applicant to whom a permit foi 
a license is granted, and said sum shall be 
paid by the City of South San Francisco out 
of the general fund. 

Section 25. This ordinance shall he pub 
lished once in “The Enterprise,” a weekly 
newspaper printed, published and circulated 
in the City of South San Francisco, and shall j 
take effect and be in force from and after the ; 
first day of January, 1913.

Senators still hold interest. 

The total of the Republican electoral 
column apparently was fixed with the 
fifteen votes of Idaho, Utah, Wyoming 
and Vermont. But the footing of the 
Wilson and Roosevelt columns flick¬ 
ered alternately as late returns gave 
indications of changing results. 

All of the doubtful States except 
South Dakota gave more or less indi¬ 
cations of landing in the list of Wilson 
electoral votes. 

South Dakota’s returns showed a 
general trend toward Roosevelt. 

Aside from the overwhelming sweep 
of the Democratic nominees, the most 
interesting feature of the result is 
the capture by Roosevelt of the elec¬ 
tion machinery in almost all the States 
of the solid South and in many of 
those in the North, in which he took 
either first or second place. 

New York and Connecticut are ex¬ 
ceptions. 

In a large majority of the States he 
is second. This will put him at the 
head of the second political party in 
the nation and give him a power 
wielded by no leader except the Presi¬ 
dent himself. 

The control of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives by a majority of 100 or 
more was clearly established. 

That the United States Senate, held 
by the Republicans by the narrow 
margin of nine, will also be Demo¬ 
cratic after March 4 there is little 
doubt. 

Colorado, Kansas, Oregon and Ten¬ 
nessee have elected Democratic Legis¬ 
latures and will replace Republicans 
with Democrats. Colorado will send 
two new Senators to Washington next 
year. 

Returns from Montana and Nevada 
at a late hour seemed to favor the 
election of two addit'onal Democrats 
to the Senate. 

Only the probable loss of West Vir¬ 
ginia seemed to stand in the way of 
success 

Of the nineteen seats held by Re¬ 
publicans which were at stake in Tues¬ 
day’s election, it became necessary for 
the Democrats to elect six to secure a 
majority in the Senate, providing they 
were able at the same time to retain 
possession of their own. 

In the latest news from Illinois it 
was found that not only had “Uncle 
Joe” Cannon been swept to defeat by 
the Roosevelt vote, but that William 
B. McKinley, Taft’s campaign mana¬ 
ger, who made a bitter pre-convention 
fight on the Colonel, had also been 
beaten. 

The Roosevelt plurality in Illinois 
dwindled through the day, bdt final 
returns gave him the State safely, al¬ 
though Edward F. Dunne, formerly 
Mayor of Chicago, was elected Gov¬ 
ernor by the Democrats. 

Michigan, Kansas, Oregon and Ari¬ 
zona joined the ranks of the States in 
which women will be given the suf¬ 
frage. 

But Colonel Roosevelt, despite his 
personal insistence in a woman suf¬ 
frage plank in the Progressive plat¬ 
form, did not carry a single State in 
which women were voting. 

The vote by which Wilson was elect¬ 
ed President is probably less than 
that received by Bryan when he was 
defeated in 1908. 

Assertions were made in several 
quarters where .an effort had been 
made to gather preliminary popular 
vote figures, that Governor Wilson had 
not polled a majority of the votes cast 
throughout the country. 

Estimates ranged from a small ma¬ 
jority of all votes to figures nearly 
1,000,000 below a majority.

Tiiis bulletin is based on special re¬ 
ports by reliable authorities in various 
counties coyering nearly every section 
of the State. 

“October was a pleasant month so 
far as personal comfort goes and at 
the same time exceedingly favorable 
for agriculture. There were few warm 
periods and no damage to drying and 
curing fruit. The harvests are practi¬ 
cally over without injury or loss. 

“There were many sunshiny days 
and less fog than usual along the coast. 
Some light frosts occurred in exposed 
places in the interior. The seasonal 
rainfall is above the normal.” 

Sales of large tracts of land for sub¬ 
division and colonization, etc., are re¬ 
ported from every quarter of the state. 

It is said that 5000 acres in Northern 
California will be put in rice next 
season. From the 1700 acres planted 
this year the yield is estimated at 
60,000 sacks. Hindoos are buying rice 
land in Butte and Sutter counties. 

improvement of transportation 
facilities is going all over the state, 
as is public and private construction. 

The Dried Fruit Growers of Califor¬ 
nia have organized a league for better 
marketing of their output. Increased 
acreage will largely offset the shortage 
of the raisin crop. Walnut crop of the 
state is estimated at 11,000 tons; 
almonds at .'5300 tons. Bellefleuers are 
short of earlier estimates. 

Celery crop of Southern California 
will be about the same as in 1911; the 
river crop is reported very good.

GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


Utilization of the schoolhouses of the 
country as employment offices for 
those out of work has been taken un¬ 
der consideration by the United States 
Bureau of Education The proposed 
plan contemplates tlie opening of a 
regular channel of inter-communica¬ 
tion between the schools of a State 
with reference to the unemployed. 

An appeal for funds for the relief ot 
the sick and wounded of the Balkan 
war will be made by the American Red 
Cross Society. Numerous inquiries 
prompted the society to announce that 
all contributions of Americans should 
be addressed to the Red Cross at 
Washington or to local Red Cress 
treasurers and not to individuals or 
otlier organizations. 

Another coal famine, greater than 
the shortage that handicapped Chi¬ 
cago last winter, is imminent, accord¬ 
ing to dealers. Prices of all kinds of 
ccal to the small consumer have 
raised from 25 to 75 cents a ton. The 
railroads are blamed for the present 
situation, coal dealers averring that 
a car shortage prevents the removal 
of coal from the mines. 

Documents filed in Baltimore in the 
Orphans’ Court disclose the fact that 
the beneficiaries under the will of the 
late Ross R. Winans have agreed to 
give up $500,000 from their legacies 
to Beatrice and Gaston de Bearn, the 
infant children of Prince Henri de 
Bearn, who was Winans’ son-in-law. 
No provision was made for the De 
Bearn children in the will. 

Entertaining the impression that 
Colonel Roosevelt does not bear any 
malice toward him and adopts the 
same attitude of forgiveness as was 
held by Presidents who have been as¬ 
sassinated, John Schrank, would-be 
slayer of the Colonel, expects to es¬ 
cape with a light sentence. Schrank 
has confided these expectations to Ber¬ 
nard H. Gottschalk, who occupies a 
cell near him. 

When a man named Enocs remained 
under water for four minute^ and 
forty-six seconds in March, 1896, the 
swimming world was astonished. A 
Frenchman named Poulyuen tried to 
break this record in 1907. He re¬ 
mained under water for four min¬ 
utes and thirty-one seconds and then 
came up more dead than alive. Today 
Poulyuen succeeded in breaking the 
record by remaining under for six 
minutes and thirty seconds. 

An effort is to be made at New¬ 
port, R. I., to form an organization 
of wives of naval officers that will be 
of benefit to them during the absence 
of their husbands at sea, or while they 
are away on other missions. It is the 
hope of the projectors that the move¬ 
ment will spread to other places 
where there is a naval station, and in 
time the organization will become a 
national one along the lines of a sim¬ 
ilar organization in England. 

Stricter rules for the insurance of 
ocean-going vessels are proposed by 
the London underwriters, who have 
been moved to action by tho rise in the 
cost of ship repairs and building and 
the generally unsatisfactory year ex¬ 
perienced by marine insurance inter¬ 
ests. One of the forward steps taken 
by the underwriters Is a provision that 
all policies on steamers must contain 
a clause limiting the amount effected 
on disbursements to 15 per cent of the 
insured value. The chief interest in 
this, from the layman’s point of view, 
is that it goes right to the roots of the 
so-called overinsurance which has fig¬ 
ured so largely during the past few 
years in British wreck inquiries.

Cardinal John Murphy Farley of 
New York and party of five have ar¬ 
rived in San Francisco, the distin¬ 
guished churchmen being met at the 
Western Pacific mole by Archbishop 
Patrick W. Riordan and a number of 
other prominent Catholic priests.

The new $50,000 grammar school 
building recently completed In Oro- 
ville, was occupied by the classes 
during the past week. The building 
is the most modern and costly gram¬ 
mar school building in the Sacramento 
I valley. Twenty-one rooms, compris¬ 
ing the assemoly hall, sixteen class¬ 
rooms, the library and a number of 
offices, have been provided. Each one 
of these rooms is well lighted, heated 
and ventilated. 

Powder smoke from the blasts in the 
; Haskell Peak mine, in Plumas county, 
has been vanishing through a crevice 
in the bedrock flooring of the tunnel, 
a thousand feet from the mouth. Min¬ 
ers and local geologists are unable 
to explain the reason for the strange 
phenomenon. Every bit of smoke in 
the mine has vanished through this 
crevice for two weeks. There is no 
underground opening for miles around, 
according to the mountaineers. 

The largest single contract for 
crushed rock ever awarded in Cali¬ 
fornia was recently given to the Na- 
j tomas Consolidated of California by 
I the California Highway Commission. 
The contract calls for the delivery of 
500,000 tons of the rock, to be used in 
constructing the State highway. The 
Natomas has three rock-crushing 
plants, each with a capacity of 1000 
tons a day. These plants are located 
at Oroville, Natoma and Fair Oaks.

Jose, condemning the proposition of 
theGovernmenPs opening up 5000 acres 
of Indian land in the Colorado River 
Indian Reservation to settlement by 
paying to the Indians $1.25 an acre 
for the property. The resolutions were 
mailed to the Bureau of Indian Af¬ 
fairs at Washington, and the associa¬
